Immediately for giving assistance 
is may be required of them In the

Lansing, Mich., Dec. 17— (ZP)— 
A new blow to reported attempts 
to cut the revenues for highway 
finance by revising either the au 
tomobile license or gasoline tax 
laws, was delivered today by Gov. 
Fred W. Green. 
The governor stated 
he 
will 
veto any legislation designed to 
cut 
receipts. 
“ If the legislature 
wishes to enact such amendments 
it will take two third majority," 
the governor said. 
It 
requires 
two thirds to override a guberna­ 
torial veto. 
The governor’* statement 
was 
taken to mean that the 
license 
and gasoline taxes pre apt to he 
left 
alone by 
the 
legislature. 
There was some agitation a few 
months age among farm organ­ 
izations for a change to a per­ 
manent license plate, 
and 
four 
cent 
gasoline 
tax 
plan. 
This 
would cut revenues approximate­ 
ly $6,000,000 the first year, 
ac­ 
cording to estimates by the state 
highway department. 
Thereaft­ 
er the amount 
collected 
would 
fall oven farther below the re­ 
ceipts from a three cent gasoline 
tax 
and 
the 
present 
system 
should be 
retained 
until 
the 
main trun k line 
arteries 
have 
been surfaced with concrete. 
The 3 cent gasoline levy and 
the plate tax this 
year 
should 
yield around $37,000,000 of this 
the counties will get back more 
than $9,000,000, 
the cities will 
get paid at the rate of $2,000 
a 
mile for trunk lines within their 
limits, maintenance will cost be­ 
tween $5,500,000 and $6,000,000 
and there are heavy fixed obliga­ 
tions such as sinking funds and 
interest on the $50,000,00 bond 
issue floated several years ago. 
Bet New Record 
Nearly every community 
has 
demanded 
improved 
highways. 
The state is falling far short of 
meeting the demand, 
and 
will 
continue to do so for 
years 
to 
come, the governor pointed out. 
The state set new records for 
highway improvement this year, 
More than 40 miles of road were 
completed and more 
than 
350 
miles were hard surfaced.

London, Dec. 17—(ZP)—A check 
in the improvement 
which 
King 
George had been experiencing for 
two days, was reported in the offi­ 
cial bulletin tonight from the phy­ 
sicians attending the royal patient. 
The doctors’ report said ills maj­ 
esty was restless during the after- 
non and that the progress "recent­ 
ly noted has not been continued 
during the last few hours." 
While the wording of the bulle­ 
tin as usual was distinguished by 
reserve, the disappointment over 
their intent was not sufficient to 
dispell the strong optimistic spirit 
which has prevailed ut the palace 
since Saturday, when the Mick mon­ 
arch began to show improvement. 
Tonight s bulletin was issued at 
8:15 p. rn. 
It was signed by Sir 
Stanley Hewett. Lord Dawson of 
Penn and Sir Hugh Rigby. It said: 
"The king lias this afternoon 
been somewhat restless and the 
progress recently noted has not 
been continued during the lust 
few hours." 
For terseness this announcement 
matched 
the 
morning 
bulletin 
which, however, was of a more en­ 
couraging 
nature. 
The 
earlier 
statement was signed by the same 
three physicians urn! said: 
“The king has had a fair night 
with some natural sleep toward 
morning. 
The 
slight 
improve­ 
ment in his majesty’s condition 
noted yesterday, continues.” 


Army Aviators to Fly Huge Plane 
in Endurance Test; Refuel Craft 
From Other Ships While in Flight 


Washington, Dec. 17(ZP)—A test 
of the limit of endurance of both 
the present-day airplane and of 
fliers will be made by a quintet of 
army aviators who will take off 
at dawn New Y ear’s day upon a 
continuous flight as long as their 
plane, 
named 
"The 
Question 
Mark," will stay in the air. 
Air corps officers believe the 
plane, lf the test is successful, will 
be able to stay in the air for ten 
days. 
The course over which tho 
flight will be made probably will 
be between Santa Monica and San 
Diego, California, HO miles apart. 
Not only the stability of the plane 
and its motors will be tested but 
also the limit which the human 
system can stand under tile strain 
of protracted flight. 
The flight also is designed to 
investigate the practical value of 
refueling a l k a n e s while in the 
air from a military as well as a 
commercial 
standpoint. 
Initial 
tests on the air 
refueling 
were 
consummated here today success­ 
fully. 
Two army airplanes flew with 
about a score of feet separating 
them and both at a speed of 80 
miles an hour, while fifty gallons 
of gasoline was transferred In less 


than a minute 
through 
a 
hose 
from one machine to the other. 
Pick hive Men 
After this test Secretary Davis 
authorized the endurance 
flight, 
which will be dependent upon this 
method 
of 
obtaining fuel. 
The 
"Question Mark" will start on its 
transcontinental flight‘to the Pa­ 
cific coast from here tomorrow, 
accompanied 
by 
two 
refueling 
planes. 
For the endurance experiment 
five of the arm y’s 
best 
airmen 
have been selected. 
They are 
Major Carl Spatz, who saw aerial 
fighting service during the World 
W ar; Captain Ira Baker, one of 
the 
arm y 
Pan-American 
tour 
fliers; Lieutenants Elwood R. Que- 
sada and H. A. Halverson, all of 
them pilots, 
and 
Sergeant 
Roy 
Hooe, an expert mechanic. 
The "Question Mark", an At­ 
lantic C-2, is equipped with three 
J-5 air cooled 
engines 
of 
220 
horsepower each and is capable of 
a cruising speed of 115 miles an 
hour. 
The plane also is equipped 
with bunks and a small electric 
stove so the aviators 
can 
sleep 
during the flight and prepare their 
meals. 
It also carries radio tele­ 
phone equipment. 


Germans Hold Record 
During tho proposed endurance 
flight 
the 
two 
lieutenants will 
pilot the plane during the night, 
while Major Bpatz 
and 
Captain 
B&ger will sleep, the lieutenants 
getting their sleep during the day. 
A complete 
log 
of 
the 
plane’s 
movements will be transmitted by 
radio every morning to the ground 
stations. 
The "Question Mark" will have 
only 90 gallons of gasoline when 
she starts on this flight and soon 
after taking off will make a con­ 
tact with the refueling plane, re­ 
ceiving 400 gallons 
of 
gasoline 
and 40 gallons of oil. 
It Is ex­ 
pected that the refueling contacts 
will be from three to six each day 
while in the evening enough fuel 
will be 
taken 
aboard 
to 
last 
through the night. 
The present endurance record is 
held by the German, aviators, Ris- 
ticz and Zimmerman, who flew 65 
hours and 21 minutes. 
On the "Question M ark’s" trans­ 
continental flight 
stops 
will 
be 
made at Middleton, Pa., Dayton, 
Ohio, Scott Field, IIL, and Okla­ 
homa 
City, 
reaching 
Rockwell 
Field, California, the first of next 
week

A high medical authority not con- 
nected with the court said in com­ 
ment on tonight’s bulletin: 
"The king has muda big improve­ 
ment in the lust few days and one 
must expect something of this sort. 
It is simply oue of those downs 
that may be expected in the ups 
and downs of an illness of this 
kind. 
Nevertheless, it does rather 
increase anxiety.’’

certain requirements Imposed by 
the commission. The civil service 
plan Is to be followed as the re­ 
sult of recommendations made to 
the commission by Director Geo. 
R. Hogarth. 
Director Hogarth has 
studied 
the situation for several months 
and has arrived at the conclus­ 
ion that some step must be tak­ 
en to improve the personnel 
of 
the field organization. 
“After a careful study of our 
field organization 
over 
a 
22 
month period” Director Hogarth 
told the commission, “I am con­ 
vinced that some radical changes 
must be made in the personnel; 
aud above all, a new policy must 
be adopted as manner of select­ 
ing our field workers.” 
The recommendation 
was im­ 
mediately 
approved by the com­ 
mission. He at once appointed a 
personnel committee 
that 
con­ 
sists of the director of 
conser­ 
vation, and chief forest fire war­ 
den, the chief conservation offi­ 
cer and chief of the division in 
which the vacancy 
may 
exist 
This group will carefully exam­ 
ine all properly qualified 
appli­ 
cants for positions In the 
field 
force. 
Some of the general 
require­ 
ments are that 
the 
applicant 
shall be at least 25 years of age 
and not over 50; that his physi­ 
cal condition must be such as to 
permit him to carry out the duties 
of his position; that 
he be 
of 
good character and 
his 
social 
standing In the community be un­ 
questioned; that his training be 
such as to equip him 
for 
the 
work and that preference be giv­ 
en those who 
have 
previously 
served the department in a sat­ 
isfactory manner. The 
applicant 
will be required to appear before 
the examining board and shall be 
willing to be stationed wherever 
the board may designate.

Talking picture equipment will 
be installed in the Delft theatre 
before February I, 1929. it was an­ 
nounced yesterday by Delft Thea­ 
tres, Inc. 
Equipping a theatre with "talk­ 
ies" is a complicated process and 
the work will be started in a few 
days. 
In order to provide for the 
“talkies” new electric wiring will 
be installed in the projection booth 
and on the stage and it will be 
necessary to construct a screen 
adapted for the talking movies.

and

Operation of the “talkies" will 
require the services of two men, 
but it is comparatively simple.

Delft “talkie" program* 
will
